Review — 1964 


Stretcher  Cases—  Wounded  white  hos- 
tages and  Belgian  paratroopers  were 
carried  from  rescue  plane  at  Leopold- 
ville after  it  arrived  from  Stanleyville 
November  24.  The  paratroopers  de- 
scended on  the  rebel-held  Congo  city 
just  as  a massacre  of  hostages  began, 
and  their  quick  work  saved  the  lives  of 
hundreds. 


Pope  Visits  India— The  38th  International  Eucharistic  Congress  opened  in  Bombay, 
India,  on  November  28.  In  December,  Pope  Paul  VI  made  the  longest  papal  journey 
in  history  to  attend  sessions  of  the  congress.
